Scholars to retire, a thing 
which is to be attributed, in 
great meaſure, to the Flams, 
as well as to the neglect of 
cleanſing the Streets, and 
keeping out Creatures that 
raiſed Filth and corrupted the 
Air. Of ſuch kind of Flams 
there were abundance on 
the South ſide of the Ci- 
ty, even beyond Fryer Bacon's 
Study, the Cauſey being not
